THE monetary unih as shown 
en the stamps of meet of the 
Latin-American countries have 
odd sounding names and in many 
cases are confusing to stemp col- 
lectors. These countries while un- 
der Spanish dominelion, all used 
the Peso as their chief currency, 
however, when many of then, se- 
cured their independence they 
also changed the nemo of their 
rTrarratary unit. 

The coentries «f Chile Colum- 
bia, Argentine, Mexico, Uruguay, 
Paraguay, Cube and the Domini- 
can Republic, still us* the Peso 
es their currency. 

In Panama, the monetary unit 
is the Balboa, which has been 
adopted in 1906 in honor of Vas- 
co de Balboa, the Spanish explor- 
er who crossed the Isthmus end 
discovered the Pacific Ocean. 
On the stamps of Panama the 
values read 'Un centisimo do 
Balboa" which meens one cent of 
a Balboa. 

Salvador and Costa Rica both 
use the Colon es their money 
which in Spanish meens Colum- 
bus. Naturally, this currency was 
named after Christopher Colum- 
bus (Cristobal Colon) the discov- 
erer of America. 

Guatemala cells its monetary 
unit the Quetzal, named after e 
rare and beautiful bird found in 
the mountains of Central Ame- 
rica. The Quetzal has also been 
adopted es the national emblem 
of Guatemala for as it cannot 
live in captivity, it is considered 
e sign of freedom and liberty. 

In Honduras, the Lempire is 
the currency and it is named af- 
ter an Indian. The 20-«entavo 
stamp of the 1927 issue shows a 
picture of Lempire, however, It 
was not until 1933 that the peso 
was changed to the Lempire. 

In Venezuela, the 'Bolivar' and 
in Bolivia, the 'Bolivano' are both 
named after Simon Bolivar, the 
liberetor of most of South Ame- 
rica. While in Ecuador, the Sucre 
has been named after Generel 
Sucre who under Simon Bolivar 
helped to secure Ecuador's free- 
dom. 

Peru calls Hs currency the Sol 
which in Spanish meens the sun.
